FOODS 


MILK  SUPPLY 


Licences  to  sell  designated  milk  i.e.  Pasteurised  and 
Sterilised  Milk  were  formerly  issued  by  the  Local  Authority,  but  recent 
legislation  has  now  imposed  this  duty  on  the  County  Council. 

28  sarnies  of  milk  were  taken  by  the  County  Authority  for 
analysis,  all  of  which  reached  the  required  standard. 

14  samples  were  taken  by  me  and  submitted  for  bacheriological 
examination.  All  of  them  reached  the  required  standard.

CARAVAN  SITES 

The  lack  of  a fair  sized  site  with  good  amenities  continues  to  cause 
accommodation  problems.  Most  of  the  applications  for  site  licences  are  made 
out  for  one  caravan.  For  instance,  the  five  licences  in  1963  provided  for 
only  eight  caravans.  This  means  that  there  is  no  accommodation  available  for 
many  people  who  wish  to  occupy  a site  for  a limited  period  only.  These  are 
mainly  technicians,  and  others,  who  have  short-term  work  engagements  in  or 
near  the  area.  One  of  the  results  of  this  lack  of  accommodation  is  that 
unlicenced  sites  are  used  in  out  of  the  way  corners  of  the  district.  This 
practice  involves  me  in  quite  a lot  of  work. 

One  question  poses  itself  at  this  point.  Where  are  all  the  gypies. 
gone?  A few  years  ago  there  would  be  up  to  six  encampments  in  the  area  at 
any  one  time  but  for  some  reason  or  other  these  colourful  wanderers  seem  to  have 
left  us  and  similar  reports  from  other  areas  show  that  this  is  part  of  a 
national  trend. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  1963,  which  came  into 
force  this  year,  requires  that  premises  where  animals  are  boarded 
out,  must  be  licenced  by  the  local  authority.  One  application  was 
made,  and  the  licence  was  duly  granted.  Regular  inspections  are 
made  to  ensure  that  the  conditions  of  the  licence  are  observed. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

The  Council  is  now  a member  of  an  organization,  the  function 
of  which  is  to  operate  a national  survey  of  air  pollution.  This  is 
controlled  by  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research. 
Since  January  of  this  year,  two  volumetric  measuring  instruments 
have  been  in  continuous  operation,  by  means  of  which  daily  readings 
are  taken  of  smoke  concentration  and  sulphur  dioxide  content  of  a 
measured  volume  of  air.  The  results  are  tabulated  and  despatched 
to  the  Department's  laboratory,  which  incorporates  them  in  the 
National  Survey. 


LODGING  HOUSE 

There  is  one  lodging  house  in  the  area,  occupied  mainly 
by  elderly  male  lodgers,  most  of  whom  are  in  receipt  of  an  old  age 
pension.  They  live  there  permanently  and  regard  it  as  their  home. 
Unfortunately  the  establishment  can,  in  effect,  be  said  to  be  an 
old  person's  home,  a function  for  which  it  is  very  unsuitable. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


In  general  the  water  supplied  by  the  Water  Undertakers, 
Abertillery  and  District  Water  Board,  is  satisfactory  as 
regards  quality  and  quantity.  There  were  no  serious  restrictions 
during  the  year. 

Frequent  bacteriolical  samples  are  taken  by  the  Undertakers  and 
reports  to  this  Department  indicate  that  the  results  of  the 
analysis  are  satisfactory.  Four  samples-  of  the  treated  water 
were  taken  by  this  Department  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  the  results  were  satisfactory,  • ■ ■ 

There  were  no  samples  taken  for  chemical  analysis. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  the  water  is  plumbo-solvent . 

No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Urban  Area  is  adequately  served  by  sewerage,  the 
controlling  body  being  the  Western  Valleys  (Mon)  Sewerage  Board. 
There  is  no  sewage  works  in  the  area.  The  number  of  dwellings 
not  connected  to  the  sewer  is  comparatively  small,  appz'oximately 
70,  and  these  consist  of  farms  and  cottages  in  isolated  parts 
of  the  area.  In  these  cases  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants, 
there  is  a growing  tendency  for  the  more  primitive  type  of 
disposal  to  be  exchanged  for  properly  designed  and  constructed 
septic  tanks. 


FACTORIES  ACT  1961
